THE PROPOSED NEW recreation area in Sierra Madre, reproduced 
here from a blueprint prepared by Whitnall & Associates, planning 
consultants, would include a swimming pool and many other recrea¬ 
tional facilities. Cost of building the new area, which would be located 
in the water grounds on E. Sierra Madre Blvd., approximates 5125,000. 
In the foreground is the parking area which extends west along Sierra 
Madre Blvd. almost to the Nursery School. At left is the swimming 
pool, 50 by 90 feet, flanked by public rest rooms and a locker building. 
In the upper left corner is the planned picnic area. The pump house 
is to the right of the picnic grove. To the right of the walkway (left 


center) are two tennis courts. Above the courts is another picnic and 
barbecue area. The rectangular enclosure above the picnic area repre¬ 
sents a children's playground with swings, sliding boards, a sand box 
and a merry-go-round. At far right, above the Nursery School, is a 
fenced play lot which includes a wading pool, swings and a sand box. 
Also planned, but not shown above, is a softball field, an athletic field 
and a camping area. The cost of building the area would be met by 
the one per cent increase in the sales tax. The City Council plans to 
meet soon with the Planning Commission and interested citizens to 
discuss the proposed recreation area.

A True Mountain Man— j 
of a breed fast disappearing I 
from the American scene— I 
is a good description of our 1 
Vint Hoegee. 

The Hoegee family arriv-1 
ed by wagon in Sierra Ma I 
dre nearly 50 years ago anti I 
settled in the old Carter’s 
Camp. The family fell in 
love with our mountains, es¬ 
pecially upper Winter Creek 
where the big cone spruce 
abounded and the ferns grew 
tall. 

It was there that they 
leased a bit of land and, 
supervised by' their mother, 
Vint, his brothers and sisters 
built a camp for hikers and 
mountain vacationers. Thus, 
the well-known Hoe gee's 
Camp was born. 

THE HOEGEE boys used 
to ride their burros to school. 
They were the proud own¬ 
ers of the fastest burros in 
town, winning all the burro 
races the Police Gazette used 
to put on in Sierra Madre 
every Fourth of July' (way 
back there when Sierra Ma¬ 
dre was really a small 
town). Their friends would 
encourage them on by shak¬ 
ing sacks full of empty cans 
along the way. 

By the time Vint was 18 
he was running competition 
with C. E. Chantry', O. L. 
Roberts, Orchard Camp and 
the Mt. Wilson Stables in 
the pack train business. 

Altogether there were 
about 150 burros in Sierra 
Madre and about 152 people 
—give or take one or more 
of one or the other. Those 
were the days when hun¬ 
dreds of hikers and vacation¬ 
ers used to travel our trails. 

WHEN WORLD WAR I 

broke out Vint was quick to 
join in the defense of his 
country. Before he left he j 
led his little string of long¬ 
eared friends over our moun¬ 
tains, across the desert and 
up Owens Valley to Lone 
Pine, where his good friend 
Russell Spainhower had a 
ranch. 

The lonely trip took all of 
eight days. At the ranch he 
said goodbye to his compan¬ 
ions, knowing they would 
have a good home while he 
was away. 

When the war was over 
Vint returned to Lone Pine, 
greeted his four-hoofed pals, 
and brought them back to 
Sierra Madre. He then went 
into the pack train business 
with a determination seldom 
seen before. 

HE BOUGHT OUT Corum, 
Wilson, Sturdevant and the 
Boyd Stables —all competi¬ 
tion fell before him. He 
packed people and supplies 
all over these mountains. 
Lumber and cement for the 
cabins in Santa Anita Can¬ 
yon and for the Forest Serv¬ 
ice look-outs went in on 
Vint’s burros—even the min¬ 
ing equipment for the Al¬ 
lison Gold Mine near Mt. 
Baldy. 

He improved his pack 
train eventually by chang¬ 
ing to mules, replacing the 
faithful burros with these 
trucks-on-the-hoof. Mules 
can carry 300 pounds, while 
the burros can manage only 
125 pounds—both with equal 
distaste for the load. 

THE HOEGEE STABLES 

had 100 head of stock, with 
seven packers working for 
him. He bought a half inter¬ 
est in the Mt. Whitney pack 
train and took parties into 
the High Sierra through the 
highest part of the United 
States. One of his best cus¬ 
tomers was Wallace Beery, 
famed movie star. 

When things were a little 
slow during the winter 
months Vint would work as 
a stunt man for Universal 
Studios. He hits been roped 
off horses, has jumped off 
cliffs into rivers on horse¬ 
back, and ridden those buck¬ 
ing bronchos. 

The hard-wor. money from 
this phase of his career went 
partly to feed himself and 
partly to make sure that his 
large family could have the 
best of hay. 

THE TIME CAME when 
Vint could see the end of 
the large-scale packing bus¬ 
iness. The coming of new 
mountain roads and the im¬ 
proved automobiles were be¬ 
ing felt, so Vint left the life 
he loved best and entered 
the canvas - finishing busi¬ 
ness. 

Still loving Sierra Madre, 
he served six years as a 
councilman, finally' being 
forced to give it up as a re¬ 
sult of pressing business. 

While serving on the Coun¬ 
cil, his straightforwardness 
and sincerity gained him 
great resepct throughout our 
town. 

We of the Rescue Crew 
feel very fortunate in having 
Vint on our crew. Who could 
know the mountains better? 
\Ve all admire our most col¬ 
orful character.

At Brigham Young, Arnold 
took a class in boxing and, 
as he explained it, took a 
pretty good beating most of 
the time from a former 
Golden Gloves champ.
